N. C. A. Directors Meeting 
Set for November 12-14 


The Fall Meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the National Can- 
ners Association will be held No- 
vember 12-14, it was decided at 
the meeting of executive officers 
in San Francisco, September 4. 
Formal announcement and the is- 
suance of invitations to Directors 
will be made by President Emil 
Rutz as soon as the selection is 
made of the city and hotel where 
the sessions will be held. Other 
details, regarding program, pro- 
cedure and preliminary committee 
meetings will be announced later. 


A summary of a number of Associa- 
tion activities in the field which will 
take place during the coming week is 
contained in an article on page 387 of 
this issue. 


Copies of the Association's letter in reply 
to the Federal Security Administrator's 
letter of August 13, concerning a rehear- 
ing on the standards of quality and 
identity for green and wax beans, were 
mailed to all green and wax bean canners 
on September 5. The letter offers FSA 
continued cooperation in securing samples, 
analyzing data, etc., and urges that FSA 
pay particular attention to provisions in 
the existing standards to which objections 
have been made by the industry. 


Funds for Community Chest 


The annual campaign to raise funds 
for The Community Chests of America 
will be conducted in the various com- 
munities throughout the United States 
sometime during the campaign months 
of September, October and November. 
The Community Chests offer 12,000 
community services in more than a 
thousand American cities and towns. 
The total funds needed to support 
these Community Chests during the 
coming year will approximate $168,- 


Negotiated Buying Continued 


The War Department has announced that it will continue to pur- 
chase canned fruits, vegetables and fish through December 1, 1947, 
on a negotiated bid basis and without formal advertising. Author- 
ity to continue the negotiated purchase program was contained 
in the order by the Secretary of War to the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral on September 1. Previously the Secretary had given authori- 
zation on a month-to-month basis to permit the Quartermaster 
General to employ the negotiated procurement plan for the pur- 
chase of canned foods. 


Immediately following the announcement of the Army’s plan to 
continue the negotiated buying program, the Quartermaster Corps 
announced that the requirements for some canned vegetables have 
been changed, and that further changes will be made in the re- 
quirements for certain canned fruits. The items affected and 
the quantities now desired, basis dozen No. 2 cans, are as follows: 
Beets, 362,379; corn, 1,763,297 ; peas, 2,212,956; pumpkin, 190,433; 
sauerkraut, 715,511; tomatoes, 2,040,343; and tomato juice, 1,-

All Canners Now Exempt From Sugar Inventory Controls 


Immediate discontinuance of all sugar inventory controls has been 
announced by the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Revocation 
of controls will permit canners to keep on hand any quantity of 
sugar they desire. Previously, canners were permitted only to 
have an inventory of sugar on hand amounting to a certain per- 
centage of their sugar usage during 1946. 


Tomato Disease Conference to Be Held at York, Pa.

Duke St., York, Pa. It is urged that they try to arrange for 
arrival in York on Sunday, November 16, if possible because it

Although the office of the 
Pennsylvania Canners Association will 
handle reservations for those attend- 
ing the tomato conference, it will not 
make reservations for the Pennsyl- 
vania annual convention on November 
17 and 18. Such reservations must be 
made directly with the hotel, it is 
stated.

ROBERT A. SINDALL DIES 


Canning Machinery Manufacturer 
Succumbs after Suffering 
Stroke on July 4 


Robert Allison Sindall, 65, Presi- 
dent of A. K. Robins and Co., well 
known canning machinery manufac- 
turers, and a past president of the 
Canning Machinery & Supplies Asso- 
ciation, died September 3 at Johns 
Hopkins hospital in Baltimore, Md., 
as the result of a stroke he suffered 
at his home on July 4. 

Born in Baltimore on June 9, 1882, 
Mr. Sindall had a distinguished career 
both in canning industry and public 
affairs. Joining his father’s firm in 
1899—a company which his grand- 
father established in 1855—the youth- 
ful Bob Sindall decided to make can- 
ning machinery and supplies his life’s 
business. He was later made a partner 
in the firm, and in 1921 became presi- 
dent of the company, a position which 
he held continuously until his death. 

His activities in the Old Guard So- 
ciety and the important role he played 
throughout his long career as a lead- 
ing figure in the Canning Machinery 
& Supplies Association, brought him 
in contact with hundreds of canners 
throughout the Nation. He took an 
active part in canning industry affairs 
and was an ever-familiar personage 
at conventions and meetings of the 
National Canners Association and 
State and regional canners organiza- 
tions. 

During the war, Mr. Sindall was 
one of the principal representatives 
of the canning machinery and sup- 
plies industry in Washington, D. C., 
and was an important factor in ob- 
taining recognition of the essentiality 
of canning operations to the war effort 
and appropriate allocations of critical 
materials to the industry. 

An outstanding figure in Baltimore 
and Maryland civic life, he was asked 


to serve in a number of prominent 
public posts and was frequently men- 
tioned as a possible candidate for 
mayor. In 1981, Mr. Sindall was ap- 
pointed chairman of the Maryland 
State Athletic Commission; two years 
later he was made head of the State’s 
Liquor License Commission. Again 
in 1941 he was asked to serve as chair- 
man of the Maryland Athletic Com- 
mission, and in 1943 he again became 
chairman of the Maryland Liquor 
License Commission, a position which 
he held until May of this year. 

Mr. Sindall was a prominent Mason 
and belonged to the Knights Templar 
and Scottish Rite. He was a past 
potentate of the Boumi Temple of the 
Shrine and was a past president of 
the Shrine Directors of America. He 
also held office in many other fraternal 
and civic organizations. 

Mr. Sindall is survived by his wife, 
the former Marie Bramble, and by a 
son, Robert A. Sindall, Jr.

Activities 


A Busy Week of Association 
Activities Is Scheduled 


A variety of Association activities, 
many of them involving field work, 
is scheduled for the coming week. 
The N.C.A. will be represented in San 
Francisco, Calif., on September 8 and 
9 by Secretary Carlos Campbell and 
Charles R. Carry, Director of the 
N. C. A. Fishery Products Division, at 
the Pacific Fisheries Conference dis- 
cussing the proposed Japanese treaty. 
Mr. Campbell, on his return to Wash- 
ington, will call on member-canners in 
Ogden, Utah, and Denver, Colo. 


Many of the technicians from the 
Association’s Washington research 
laboratory are already in the field and 
will continue a number of their field 
studies throughout the next few weeks. 
Dr. E. J. Cameron, Director of the 
N.C.A. Washington laboratory, left 
last week for Iowa and other Midwest 
sections where he surveyed some of 
the work being done by the N.C.A. 
field laboratory units and advised with 
a number of canners concerning proc- 
essing problems. Dr. Cameron next 
week will visit canning plants in Min- 
nesota and in Indiana, and will attend 
a meeting on September 11 and 12, at 
Maywood, III., on processing technol- 
ogy and nutrition. 


Norris H. Sanborn, Sanitation Di- 
rector for the N.C.A. Washington 
laboratory, will be in New York State 
next week and later in Maine en- 
gaging in special sanitation activities. 


Beginning September 8 and con- 
tinuing possibly through September 
19, H. R. Smith will participate in a 
tomato mold count survey in Indiana. 
Approximately at the same time James 
M. Réed of the laboratory staff will 
be in Minnesota making studies of 
heat penetration work on corn. 


The Association’s mobile field lab- 
oratory trailer, which has been in Iowa 
and Nebraska for the past week mak- 
ing surveys on corn canning opera- 
tions, will move to Le Sueur, Minn., 
from whence surveys will be made in 
adjacent corn canneries. The N.C.A. 
motorized field laboratory unit, now 
operating out of Shelbyville, Ind., will 
remain in this territory and continue 
its studies on tomato juice canning for 
the next two weeks. Personnel of the 
two field laboratory units include 
John J. Dwyer, Byron Fraser, Wal- 
lace C. Bohrer, and Dr. John Yesair. 


After completing a special canning 
study in Wisconsin, C. J. Tressler, 
another member of the Washington 
research laboratory, will return to his 
post at N.C.A; headquarters next 


Robert B. Heiney, Assistant to the 
Secretary, will stop in Chicago, III., on 
September 8, and call on a number of 
N. C. A. members. Mr. Heiney will be 
returning from the West Coast where 
he took part in the meeting of the 
Committee on the Simplification of 
Containers, 


Dr. Charles H. Mahoney, Director 
of the N.C.A. Raw Products Bureau, 
who has been in the field since Sep- 
tember 2, will return on September 11 
after visiting growing plots, agricul- 
tural experiment stations and mem- 
ber plants in Iowa, Minnesota, and 
Michigan. 

The N. C. A. will be represented at 
the National Institute of Governmen- 
tal Purchasing Agents by Allen 
Walker, Director of the Association's 
International Trade Service, which is 
being held in New York City, Septem- 
ber 8 to 10.

Te Buy Canned Tomato Juice 
For School Lunch Program 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has advised the Association that 
it plans to purchase a considerable 
quantity of canned tomato juice for 
use in the school lunch program and 
that offers for the sale of this product 
may now be submitted. (The exact 
quantity that USDA plans to purchase 
could not be determined at this time.) 

Sealed offers in quadruplicate for 
not less than minimum carlots (1600 
cases 12/3 cylinder cans or 1600 cases 
6/10’s) and multiples thereof may be 
submitted so as to be received by the 
Contract and Records Division, Fruit 
and Vegetable Branch, Production and 
Marketing Administration, U. 8. De- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington 
25, D. C., not later than 5 p. m., EDST, 
September 22, 1947. Such offers shall 
be subject to acceptance by USDA in 
whole or in part, by telegram filed at 
Washington, D. C., not later than mid- 
night, EDST, September 29, 1947. 
Delivery of the product should be 
scheduled in weekly shipments during 
period November 1 through November 
29, 1947.

FAO Lacks Authority to Help 
Present World Food Crisis 


Reports from Geneva, Switzerland, 
indicate that negotiations at the Food 
and Agriculture Organization confer- 
ence now in session there have reached 
an impasse, according to informed 
sources. Representatives from 53 
countries state that they are without 
power to do anything about the world 
food crisis other than to furnish com- 
prehensive data that a food crisis 
really exists, 

The proposed world food council, 
without the signed authority of re- 
spective governments to back it, would 
have no more power to require nations 


Field Laboratory Units In 
Minnesota and Indiana 


Newspapers and radio sta- 
tions throughout Minnesota were 
mailed copies this week of a 
press release describing the As- 
sociation’s trailer laboratory 
and its activities in Minnesota 
canneries during the forthcom- 
ing two-week period. The press 
release outlined some of the field 
work presently being carried on 
by the Association’s motorized 
laboratory units and described 
the facilities being offered 
N.C.A. members by its research 
laboratory staff. 

While in Minnesota, the mo- 
bile field laboratory will be lo- 
cated at Le Sueur and will make 
studies on corn in adjacent can- 
ning areas. Another motorized 
N.C.A, laboratory unit is sta- 
tioned at Shelbyville, Ind., and 
is serving as an operating base 
for technicians making studies 
on tomato juice.
